EMPLOYED.  I BELIEVE  THAT  I AM  ENTITLED  TO  HAVE  SOME  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE  SET  UP 
FROM  THIS  COUNRTY  ESPECIALLY  SINCE  MY  FATHER  HAD  SERVED  THIS  COUNTRY  IN  ALL  FAIT 
WHEN  MY  FATHER  HAD  ESCAPED  FROM  ALBANIA,  I WASS  SENT  TO  PRISON  FOR  TWENTY 
YEARS,  WITH  NO  HOPE  OF  FREEDOM.  NOW  THAT  I AM  IN  THE  STATES,  I AM  NOT  RECEIEVING 
ANY  ASSISTANCE.  IF  THERE  IS  ANYTHING  THAT  YOU  COULD  DO  TO  HELP  ME  IN  THIS  MATTER 
I WOULD  BE  DEEPLY  APPRECIATIVE,  AND  IN  YOUR  DEBT.  IT  IS  HARD  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  MY 
FAMILY  WITH  THE  LITTLE  WORK  I AM  ABLE  TO  DO . I AM  FINDING  IT  MORE  DIFFICULT  TO  WO 
WITH  MY  AGE  AND  DISABILITY.  ONCE  AGAIN,  THANK  YOU  FOR  YOUR  HELP  AND  TIME  REGARDI 
THIS  MATTER.
